United Power Company W ill Spend 15 
Days And Expend About $5,000 in 
Making W ellsville Changes. 


Announcement was made today that 
the United Power company will com­ 
mence possibly next Monday improv­ 
ing their road in Wellsville. Through­ 
out the entire line about 750 
joints 
will be raised and placed in a solder 
cast, making one continuous rail. Spe­ 
cial machinery Is to be required in 
this work and this is now on the way 
to Wellsville from Covington, Ky. As 
soon as the local contract is completed 
the machinery will go to Pittsburg, 
where the Pittsburg Railways compa­ 
ny will improve their road. 
The firm owning this special 
ma­ 
chinery is under contract to improve 
65 joints nightly. 
The machinery 
is 
only under contract for 15 days by the 
local company and it has been on the 
market but two year*. As the line is 
operated 20 hours a day, some rapid 
improving will be undertaken by the 
company. As soon as one joint is re­ 
paired a gang of men will follow and 
will relay the pavement that had to be 
torn up to make necessary changes. 
Council referred the condition of the 
street railway to the board of service 
several times. The board knew what 
Manager Healy contemplated in Wells­ 
ville, but nothing was said of any in­ 
formation the board possessed.
